Sets New Record for Mile 


TORONTO, September 30 

ACK in 1923 a man named J. K. L. Ross, of 

Montreal, was a power in Canadian racing. 
In fact a power in North American racing. He 
owned some fine Thoroughbreds. Sir Barton was 
one, just to give an idea of what strength his sta- 
ble possessed. At that time he also had a 3-year- 
old named New Hampshire. She was a mighty 
fair sort, perhaps not one of the best in his barn, 
but a consistent winner. On May 23, 1923, she 
raced at Woodbine Park, in Toronto, carrying 
110 pounds, and ran a mile in 1:38% to set a 
track record that had stood ever since. 

But it was broken on the final day of the Thorn- 
diffe meeting staged at Woodbine Park, broken 
by four-fifths of a second. And by a 2-year-old 
called Casa Camara, which BLOoop-HORSE read- 
ers have been told about before in our gossip on 
Canadian racing. This same filly at the Ontario 
Jockey Club meeting the week before had won 
the Coronation Stakes over the mile route and 
had run the distance in 1:39% and was never 
pressed at any stage of the journey. 

That she would come back and win the Claren- 
don was generally admitted. She was very much 
the reason why they drew close to 30,000 people 
on the final day, though perfect weather helped 
too. 
As to the running of the race, there was noth- 
ing to it but Casa Camara. The black daughter 
of the Argentine sire *Siete Colores, out of the 
mare Mintwina, which produced the good Cana- 
dian-bred Bunty Lawless for Willie Morrissey, 
had a six-length margin at the finish, which indi- 
cated she was never under pressure. So under 
those circumstances, her mile in 1:38 is all the 
more to her credit. 

She was out of the gate like a flash as usual, 
and Herbie Lindberg, who again came on from 
New York especially to ride her, had nothing to 
do but sit there. One or two flicks of the whip 
lightly at the head of the stretch kept her mind 
on her business, and she just galloped home. Just 
lto-8 she was in the wagering, to pay off at 
$225 for a win ticket but $2.30 to show. 

She ran the first quarter in :23, the half in 
‘46%, and the six furlongs in 1:11%, excellent 
indeed when it is remembered there was no pres- 
sure from behind. Yellowknife, her chief rival 
m the filly ranks, improved her recent showing 
to be second, but at that had only a half-length 
mn Victory Chimes, a $1,750 claim earlier in the 
season, 

Mr. Morrissey saw Casa Camara run for the 
frst time this fall when she won the Clarendon.

About Her Name 


ANY have wondered how Morrissey came to 

name the filly Casa Camara. He explains 
that when he was in Mexico on a winter visit he 
took ill. At the time he was in a small place 
called Merida. There was a hotel there called 
Casa Camara. Those in charge took a kindly in- 
terest in the ills of Mr. Morrissey and did every- 
thing possible to make his stay comfortable. The 
hotel has been owned by a family called Camara, 
and it was a grand place. So grateful was he over 
the attention that he promised some day to name 
a horse after the hotel and it would be a good 
one. He has kept his promise. Hence the name 
Casa Camara, which means Castle Camara. 

But Casa Camara wasn’t the only Morrissey 
joy of the Thorncliffe meeting. There was the 
Canadian-bred 2-year-old Hi Bunty, a bay colt 
by Bunty Lawless out of the mare Hi Peggy. This 
one didn’t take any feature, but in his first try 
at racing he beat a fair field of rivals including 
Kanlee, which many had considered about second- 
best of the 2-year-olds, with Casa Camara first. 

Hi Bunty, like Casa Camara, was in Chicago 
this summer. Casa Camara raced, but not with 
success. It was explained that neither was in 
top health while in the Windy City, which may 
account in part for the failure of Casa Camara 
to run as well there as she is now running in 
Canada. 

So with Casa Camara as top filly and Hi Bunty 
possibly as the top colt, it would seem that Mor- 
tissey, in his return to racing after a lapse of a 
few years, has vaulted right into the front ranks 
of the owners, a position he occupied before he 
became inactive. 

Casa Camara he bred from his own mare Mint- 
wina by the Argentine *Siete Colores. Hi Bunty 
he picked up at the yearling sales last fall for 
$2,800 from breeder Frank Selke. He is by Bunty 
Lawless out of the mare Hi Peggy, which was 
purchased by Frank Selke as a broodmare from 
Dave Garrity and seems likely to become a valu- 


able member of this important department of 
breeding.

Pilot, with consistent Old Faithful third. 


Magpie, 5-year-old mare by Brevity out of 
Evening Tide, was best in the Belle Mahone 
Handicap on the Tuesday card of the meeting, 
beating Rosenite by 1% lengths. This race was 
for fillies and mares and was named after a great 
Canadian-bred mare of other years. 


The My Dear Stakes, the sixth running, for 
2-year-old fillies, was marked by the absence of 
Casa Camara, which declined this issue in favor 
of the Clarendon Plate later in the meeting. 
Lochiel Lass, a daughter of Stand Pat out of 
Sue II, owned and bred by the Parkwood Stable, 
proved best by 1% lengths over the odds-on Yel- 
lowknife. 

The closing day’s secondary feature, the Fred 
S. Livingston Handicap, wound up in much ar- 
gument and doubt. Old Faithful finished in front, 
with Sweepnito second, Top Dollar third, and 
Magpie fourth. But Old Faithful was disqualified 
for a foul and placed third. This moved Sweep- 
nito into the winner’s circle with Top Dollar sec- 
ond and Magpie fourth. 

Later in the afternoon G. McMackem, repre- 
senting his wife, lodged a protest against the 
placing of Magpie in fourth position claiming his 
horse actually was second according to the photo 
of the finish. There was long consultation among 
the officials but no change was made in the plac- 
ings at the time. Whether or not there will be 
remains to be seen.

Tourists Reach London Without Incident, 
Drop the British Bloodstock Agency 


Inbreeding and Line-Breeding 


September 28. 

T Belmont Park three men said “hello” and 

“goodbye” to many friends. Rex C. Ells- 
worth, of Safford, Ariz., and his brother, Heber, 
who runs a ranch in Colorado, were going to 
Europe to find a few horses, possibly a plane- 
load, if all the “ifs” could be circumvented. They 
went up to the grandstand roof long enough to 
see First Flight make her extraordinary flight 
down the Widener Course in the Matron Stakes— 
six furlongs in 1:08%, the greatest speed ever 
made by a 2-year-old filly, and that with top 
weight of 123 pounds. 

They watched the three-horse Lawrence Reali- 
zation, in which Eddie Arcaro and Mahout had 
that strange disagreement about going past the 
exit to Mahout’s stable and kept it up until School 
Tie had gone on around the track and won the 
race. But mostly they just stood about and 
talked with people, many of whom had messages 
or greetings for friends in Europe. 

That night on Long Island they had dinner 
with two experienced world travelers, A. S. 
Hewitt and Charley Lund, and sat till late talk- 
ing of horses and horsemen in many lands. When 
the discussion got around to inbreeding, as it 
always does, and line-breeding, Estes wanted to 
know what line-breeding is, as he is making a 
collection of definitions of the word. Heber Ells- 
worth said that, as he understood it, if the result 
was bad, it was inbreeding; if the result was 
good, it was line-breeding. 

Mr. Lund was about to return to Argentina 
after a visit of several weeks. He expected to 


get away on October 4, in time for the sales at 
Palermo. He has become a leading figure in the 
importation of racing and breeding stock from 
Argentina, and expects several of the horses he 
has selected for North American clients to dis- 
tinguish themselves in the future. He also has 
a hope of seeing the Argentine crack, Ensueno, 
come to California for the Santa Anita Handicap, 
but not as the property of a North American. 

Through the intermediary services of Mr. Lund, 
Mr. Hewitt had just purchased the excellent Ar- 
gentine 3-year-old filly Miss Alesia, winner of the 
One Thousand Guineas equivalent and other races. 
Miss Alesia, a chestnut daughter of Milon (Con- 
greve—Miss Haverfield, by Gainsborough) out of 
Alesia, by Oquendo (Cyllene) out of Almeria, by 
Picacero (Bridge of Canny), is a sister to Maron, 
which died in a fire on the way to the States. Mr. 
Hewitt himself was thinking of going to Argen- 
tina soon. If so, readers of THE BLOOD-HoRSE 
could hope that he would lend his fine services 
as a reporter—a role into which he can some- 
times be pressed with a little urging. 


London in 20 Hours 


September 29. 

HE American Overseas Airlines flagship, Ber- 
lin, took off from La Guardia Field about 2:30 

p. m. It came down at Gander, Newfoundland, 
in the dark, and the passengers disembarked long 
enough to have dinner in the restaurant at the 
field, as the planes now being used are not yet 
equipped with full galleys. In an hour they were 
off again, heading out over the Atlantic through 
a clear sky. On the left the sky quivered and

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vibrated with a beautiful aurora borealis. It 
faded and all hands went to sleep. 

About noon on Monday (daylight saving time), 
they touched down at Shannon, Eire, had lunch, 
and moved on to London, arriving at the Heath 
Row airport at 2224 A. M. T., or 3:24 p. m. Lon- 
don daylight saving time—about twenty hours 
out of New York. 

The customs operated at high speed, and short- 
ly they were installed at Claridge’s Hotel. First 
visitor to their room, an hour or so later, was 
A. B. Clements, editor of the Sporting Life and 
onetime contributor to THE BLoop-Horse. After 
dinner they walked down to Oxford Circus and 
Piccadilly and began to make themselves at home 
in England. It was not entirely new to Rex Ells- 
worth. He and his brother are Mormons, and 
have a religion which requires its young men to 
go on missions and preach the Gospel according 
to Joseph Smith. Heber went to Newport, Ky., 
on his mission, but Rex had a comparatively 
easier assignment in South Africa, and later 
extended it to France, Germany, England, and 
other countries. London and Paris would not be 
entirely new revelations to him. 

That night they went to bed in London not long 
after the time they had expected to be leaving 
New York. Their flying date had been advanced 
a day, and thus they had been obliged to leave 
undone some of the things they had planned to 
do. It was the last time, probably, they would 
be ahead of schedule. The Keeper of the Diary 
would never find time to catch up. 


Coussell and the B. B. A. 


October 1 and 2. 
dm Americans went to pay their respects to 

E. E. Coussell and Brigadier Scott at the of- 
fices of the British Bloodstock Agency, 26, Char- 
ing Cross Road. Mr. Coussell was up to his ears 
in work—work of the peculiarly vexatious na- 
ture associated with the export and import of 
registered horses. But he demonstrated how his 
desk, by pushing back the apron, comme-ca, sud- 
denly could be transformed into a flat-top affair, 
practically bare of work—how the visiting editor 
envied him!—and put in a charming hour of 
answering questions and telling stories and ex- 
plaining London, England, and English men and 
horses. 

For this service, which must have been re- 
peated at least a thousand times, and most of 
these times without expectation of profit other 
than the extension of friendship, the British Turf 
obviously owes Ernest Coussell a vote of thanks-— 
a loud and unmistakable appreciation. For the 
first-time visitor, it was a great pleasure to be 
on the home grounds of “Coussell,” as he is known 
wherever the British Thoroughbred has gone— 
which is almost everywhere—and have him run 
on in the fashion in which he is accustomed to 
going on. 

E. E. Coussell is the sire of the British Blood- 
stock Agency. In 1900 he became secretary to 
William Allison, who came out of his journalistic 
role to sell Bruce Lowe’s Figure Guide to Breed- 
ing to the world’s Thoroughbred breeders and to

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act as middleman in some of the most important 
Thoroughbred sales of his time. In his years 
with Allison he became expert in his knowledge 
of pedigrees and the horses which made them. 
To the late Edward Moorhouse, a Turf journalist 
of exceptional ability, he sold the idea of a sales 
and information agency, and in 1912 the organi- 
zation was formed. As a result of a fortuitous 
influx of early orders, it was a success from the 
beginning. While we were in the office, Mr. Cous- 
sell unpacked some picture panels which he had 
had framed—modest reminders, to be hung in his 
home at Lewes, that he was the only man who had 
negotiated the sale for export of six winners of 
the English Derby. The pictures were of Abo- 
yeur, Craganour (he was disqualified in the 1913 
running and Aboyeur was placed first), Captain 
Cuttle, “Bahram, and *Mahmoud. 

In 1916 the B. B. A. made its first exportation 
of a stallion to America, selling *Wrack to Ar- 
thur B. Hancock. *Wrack, a good campaigner 
but short of top class, succeeded to an extent far 
beyond expectations, and thenceforward the B. 
B. A. was the channel through which passed 
most of the exports of bloodstock to the U. S., 
excluding those sales negotiated without inter- 
mediaries. 

From 1924 until his death by accident in South 
Africa in 1938, Capt. John (Jock) Crawford, 
M. R. C. V. S., was a director of the agency, and 
through his good judgment and hearty friend- 
liness its reputation grew still greater. Just be- 
fore Jock Crawford’s death, it had been decided 
to invite Brig. Gen. R. S. Scott to become a di- 
rector, and his acceptance was almost simultan- 
eous with the news of Crawford’s fatal automo- 
bile accident. Later Gerald McElligott, M. R. 
C.V. §., beeame a member. Despite the name of 
the agency, Mr. McElligott is an Irishman, as he 
once, a little warmly, reminded the editor of THE 
BLoop-HorsE. A recent addition to the firm is 
young Lord Manton, who takes an active interest 
in its affairs. 

Brigadier Scott is a veteran of about thirty- 
five years in the British Army, and immediately 
before he became associated with the agency had 
been for some years the chief of the remount 
service in India. Like the other men who have 
made the B. B. A. successful, he knows rather 
definitely what he likes in a horse and will not 
pass one for sale unless the client insists he wants 
the animal anyway. Coussell and all the men 
who have come after him would rather turn down 
business than risk their reputations on a bad lot. 

Mr. Coussell, though he still is slave to a job 
he loves, in recent years has surrendered much 
of his control. He now owns about a fourth of 
the stock. Mr. McElligott, with about a third, 
is the largest stockholder. Brigadier Scott has 
approximately a fifth and Lord Manton, about 

as much. In their offices, one flight up in 
an old building at 26, Charing Cross Road, they 
have a staff of eight or ten, all of whom appear 
to have more to do than the length of the day 
permits. 

One of the first projects undertaken by the 
British Bloodstock Agency was the publication 
of the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, first as a 
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quarterly and then as an annual. This publica- 
tion, over which Edward Moorhouse had respon- 
sibility at its beginning, has done a masterful 
job of summarizing the principal developments 
of the Turf in England and abroad, and of pub- 
licizing the British horse. Most of these vol- 
umes are now out of print, but you can obtain a 
set from 1912 through 1944 by paying somewhere 
between $600 and $1,000, depending partly upon 
how much rent your second-hand dealer has to 
pay. The 1945 volume is not yet ready. There 
has been a war over here. 

But if these digressions continued, the man 
behind the diary would never catch up. Me 

There were two days of planning, arranging, 
standing in line, and all that, in London. On the 
second day of this it began to appear that it was 
going to be much harder to get home than it had. 
been to reach Europe. ‘Reservations?’ said the 
man at the airlines office. “Oh, about March.” 
By boat it would be later. And the Ellsworths 
never touch liquor. 


STUD NEWS 
Boy Knight to Tennessee 


HE Tennessee Stud, composed of a group of 

Thoroughbred horse breeders who also are 
active in affairs of the Thoroughbred Club of. 
Tennessee, has bought from Crispin Oglebay, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, the 5-year-old dark bay horse 
Boy Knight, by *Sir Gallahad III—Heloise, by 
Friar Rock. ; 

Members of the syndicate are Miss Mildred 
Woolwine, James S. Tupper, J. W. Denis, Leo 
Caillouette, and Grainger Williams. Reports of 
the sale were made some time ago, but the trans- 
action actually did not take place until recently, 
after the horse had been examined for fertility. 

In four seasons Boy Knight won five races, in- 
cluding four stakes, was twice second, and ten 
times third, earned $43,495. His stakes victories 
were in the Wakefield and United States Hotel 
Stakes at two, the Swift Stakes at three, and the. 
first division of the Wilmington Handicap at 
four. He also placed in the Hopeful, Grand 
Union Hotel, Rancocas, Withers, and Diamond 
State Stakes, and the Brandywine and Metropoli- 
tan Handicaps. 

Boy Knight will enter the stud next spring at 
Miss Woolwine’s White Oak Farm, near Nash- 
ville, at a fee of $500 for a live foal. Mr. Tupper 
will be in charge of bookings. As a yearling Boy 
Knight was sold by his breeder, Mrs. R. A. Van 
Clief, to Mr. Oglebay for $9,000 at the Saratoga 
yearling sales. It was the highest price of the 
sales. During his racing career he was trained 
by J. P. (Doc) Jones. The sale to the Tennessee 
Stud was handled through the Clark Horse 
Agency, of Lexington.

One of Those Days 


HIS wanderer can remember a few better 

races than those offered at Belmont Park on 
closing day, but not any three of them on the 
same afternoon. It’s the capital of American 
racing and you can’t get away from it, even if 
you want to, which you shouldn’t if you’re going 
to stay around New York. 

Donor perhaps can be dismissed as merely do- 
ing a capable piece of work. He’s a good 2-year- 
old, this son of Challedon out of Only One’s dam, 
and off his pedigree he was supposed to like the 
sloppy going of last Saturday. The favorite, and 
maybe the best horse, was Maine Chance Farm’s 
Jet Pilot, which broke from the extreme outside 
and paced the field into the last furlong. Down 
the back side he was challenged by Loyal Legion, 
which really hardly justified the backing he got, 
and the guess here is that Eric Guerin, who rode 
two winners Saturday and is rounding into a top 
jockey, hardly got in one of his best ones in this 
instance. He set about subduing Loyal Legion, 


and did it with a second quarter in :22%, and 
then couldn’t quite get home. 

Donor was reserved off the pace, and when he 
went up he found a colt that already had made 
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his best run, and moreover was giving him three 
pounds. As to Phalanx, he had been picked out 
far back in the early running with the mental 
note that he wasn’t going to get anything, but he 
saved a lot of ground coming into the stretch 
and landed second, a half-length away from 
Donor, a neck in front of Jet Pilot. But at leve

As the 
race was run McCreary apparently wants 10 tol 
on a 3 to 5 shot, for he kept Lucky Draw hustling 
through the stretch and won by 12 lengths.

But Andrew Jackson Joyner, under whose tute- 
lage Bert Mulholland learned about training, 
could be proud of the job that has been done on 
Lucky Draw. If he holds together—which is a

One to Go 


TYMIE sailed past *Rico Monte, Athenia, and 

Seabiscuit in the New York Handicap, and 
now has only Whirlaway to catch for leading 
money winning honors, though the Calumet racer, 
more celebrated for his tail than his head, is still 
over $100,000 away. If Stymie stays sound, and 
he is apparently indestructible, that isn’t too 
much to pick up nowadays, and it will be quite a 
while before another $1,500 claim goes to such 
giddy heights. 

Basil James has made a considerable change in 
Stymie’s running habits. The horse used to be 
no good at all unless he was allowed to settle in 
stride back of the field, but now he keeps up 
rather well. He doesn’t have quite the kick in the 
stretch he used to, but then he doesn’t have so 
far to go. 

In the Jockey Club Gold Cup James got slightly 
outfigured, because Arcaro kept taking Pavot 
back until Stymie had to go into the lead. But in 
the handicap the South Americans *Rico Monte 
and *Hachazo made pace, and as viewed from 
this point not entirely with McCreary’s consent. 
He was on *Hachazo and seemed to be trying to 
take him back in the early stages. McCreary 
doesn’t speak Spanish and *Hachazo doesn’t 
speak McCreary, so the horse went up to the front 
and was doing well enough when he seemed to get 
caught between *Rico Monte and Stymie when 
the latter went up. After that he fell out, but 
*Rico Monte ran a very creditable race, getting 
weight only from Stymie and holding on stoutly 
through the stretch. Athenia, with the Ladies’ 
Handicap behind her, was trying her second dis- 
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tance race of the week and she did very well. The 
rest of them weren’t in it. 

*Rico Monte is owned by Arnold Hanger, and 
he seems to be the best of the Spanish-speaking 
horses that Horatio Luro brought up over the 
winter. If these importations keep up, by the 
way, something ought to be done with the weight 
scale, so these importations wouldn’t have to give 
six months away. If the Jockey Club could 
emerge from its chrysalis, it should be possible 
to arrange a mutual weight scale which would 
enable North and South American horses to com- 
pete under weights which would equalize the six- 
month variation in foaling dates. The figure of 
speech is unfortunate, for this would make The 
Jockey Club a butterfly, which frankly it isn’t. 


Bottle Baby 


HORTLY before Lazy F’s Nathaniel won the 
Maryland Futurity, it was represented to his 
trainer, Oleg Dubassoff, that Nathaniel was a 
curious name for a horse, and how did it happen? 
Well, it seems that the colt, bred by Adolphe Pons, 
was raised on the Maryland farm of Joe Flana- 
gan. His dam, Alexandrine, was another of those 
modern mothers and had no milk, so the *Chal- 
lenger II colt was raised on a bottle by a Negro 
groom, Harry Griffin. Griffin did an excellent 
job, for the colt was very well grown—as was 
mentioned in some notes on the subject from 
Aiken last winter—so Mr. Flanagan offered to 
name the colt for his foster-mother, so to speak. 
Nine times out of ten this would have resulted 
in something like Harry G., but this was the 
tenth time. The groom deposed that his full name 
was Harry Nathaniel Griffin, and it was the 
longer impost he wanted the colt to bear. And 
that’s the way it was done. Being a *Challenger 
II, he was of course half-way home in the Mary- 
land Futurity. I suppose this encourages the 
breeding of horses in Maryland, but the chances 
are Gallorette encourages it more.

\ Sea-Going by Alex Bower 
Chaperon 


At It Since 1912 


RANSATLANTIC escort for the Widener Es- 

tate Thoroughbreds which arrived at Lexing- 
ton last week was, inevitably, Jack Hare, whose 
registered trademark could appropriately be a 
sea horse. The middle-aged Englishman has 
been chaperoning horses across salt water since 
1912, and he estimates that he has made the trip 
between England and America more than 300 
times. 

The shipment of the Widener Estate horses, 
which are to be sold during the Lexington Fall 
Sales, was historic in that it was the first west- 
ward movement of Thoroughbreds between Eng- 
land and the United States in some years, though 
since the war ended a good many have gone from 
the U. S. to England. The horses, part of the 
Widener Estate in France, earlier had been moved 
to England in preparation for the journey to 
America. 

Aware of the scarcities in England, Glen Tom- 
linson, Elmendorf Farm manager who is agent 
for the Widener Estate in the matter of the 
horses, arranged for feed and lumber to be sent 
abroad so stalls could be built aboard ship and 
the animals could be fed during the voyage. But 
he couldn’t foresee that the American Farmer, 
which started to England with the supplies, would 
be damaged in mid-ocean, abandoned by its crew, 
salvaged by a British vessel, later be taken over 
forcibly by American seamen, and thus become 
an international vortex. As a result of these 
rapid changes in custody, most of the lumber and 
all of the feed was lost, but sympathetic English 
authorities, aware that efforts had been made to 
provide for the horses, dug up enough oats and 
lumber to make the shipment possible. 

Shepherding the Widener lot of only 20 head 
was practically a pleasure voyage for Hare, who 
often has handled shipments of 100 horses and 
during World War I was in charge of a boatload 
of 750. Among the noted horses which have 
crossed the Atlantic under his care are *Chal- 
lenger II, *Sickle, *Pharamond II, *Teddy, *Sir 
Gallahad III, *Heliopolis, Omaha, and *Epinard. 

The shipment of horses by plane between 
France and England will be commonplace within 
a few months, he says, and trans-Atlantic air 
movements will be frequent. He hasn’t yet been 
approached about accompanying a plane load be- 
tween Europe and America, but such an assign- 
ment would come well within his definition of 
duty: “I don’t care whether it’s by ship, rail- 
road, airplane, or on foot, as long as it’s ’orses.” 
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JACK HARE and Gossip, one of the Widener 
Estate broodmares he accompanied fiom England 
to Lexington. 


Epitaphs 


URING the recent Lexington Fall Trots the 

Thoroughbred Club’s box was a gathering 
place for members who also like to watch side- 
wheelers and 1-2-3-4 performers. Sometimes the 
conversation between heats drifted to the late 
Col. E. R. Bradley. “I went over to see him one 
time about some yearlings he had for sale,’ 
Thomas Piatt recalled. “He asked $5,000 for 
the four head I wanted to buy. I offered $3,000, 
hoping for a compromise in the neighborhood of 
$4,000, but he wouldn’t trade on that basis. ‘Tell 
you what,’ he proposed. ‘Let’s match to see if 
you pay double or nothing.’ I decided that I'd 
better pay him the $5,000.” 

“He wouldn’t sell horses on credit,” Col. Phil 
Chinn related, “but if he liked you he would 
figure out a way to let you have what you want- 
ed. I remember once when a man tried to buy 
a horse on the cuff, and the Colonel wouldn't 
stand for it. ‘But,’ he suggested, ‘I’d like to se 
you get the horse, so I’ll arrange for you to bor- 
row the money from my bookkeeper.’ And that’ 
how the deal was made.” 

“I liked him,” Hunter Moody said, “because if 
he had good luck with one of the horses you 
handled for him, he’d give you all the credit for 
it, but if he had bad luck, he wouldn’t say 2 
thing about it.” 
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Anybody Interested? 


The first running of Ascot’s international race 
for 38-year-old colts and fillies, the King George 
VI Stakes, on October 12, resulted in a triumph 
for the French horse Souverain, with the Irish 
Derby winner Bright News second, and the Derby 
and St. Leger winner Airborne beaten back to 
third. Souverain, which is owned by F. R. 
Schmitt, had won the Grand Prix de Paris and 
other stakes in France before scoring by five 
lengths in the two-mile race at Ascot Heath, 
which carried an added value of 5,000 sovereigns. 
Besides Souverain, there were six other French 
horses in the field and two British representatives, 
jn addition to Airborne. Good News was the only 
Irish horse; none had accepted from the United 
States when the nominations closed on August 20.

The Derby winner began to weaken, though, a 
furlong from the finish, and Good News spurted 
by to gain second place. Airborne was held at 
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4 to 5, Souverain at 11 to 2, and Good News at 
20 to 1. 

After the race Mr. Schmitt squinted toward the 
West, remarked that while he was not hurling 
any challenges, he would not be averse to racing 
his colt in the United States. “I am not afraid 
of any 3-year-old in the world,” he stated point- 
edly.

Beaugay and the other 
horses of Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham now racing 
in the East will be sent to California following 
their fall campaign to join the contingent of 24 
head which was shipped from Lexington on Octo- 
ber 14 to Santa Anita Park.

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A Trainer's View 
Of Conformation 


By R. W. Collins 
He Likes the Big Ones 


Boston, October 12. 

HAVE read with interest the extended dis- 

- cussions in THE BLoop-HorsE relative to 
whether a horse should be taller than long, or 
longer than tall to be a stayer or sprinter, re- 
spectively. I think all the writers have been 
“close,” but have either overlooked the real clue, 
or just haven’t expressed their ideas clearly. 

A trainer necessarily sees from five to nine 
races a day, and on an average there are ten 
horses to a race. In more than twenty years of 
training, I think it is conservative to conclude 
that I have seen about 50,000 races, and in those 
races about 500,000 horses parading to the post. 

I have always thought the parade to the post 
was just about as interesting as the race itself. 
One can get the whole field in comparative per- 
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spective at the distance from which he sees the 
horses from the stands. From such a compari- 
son, in a very large proportion of races, one or 
two horses stand out in conformation and condi. 
tion. A ticket on their chances, particularly if 
past performance also lends you a bit of encour. 
agement, more often than not will pay off. 

The fact that finally emerges in your conscious. 
ness about these stand-out horses is that they 
are usually big horses, and rather “on the leg,” 
as horsemen put it. So getting back to the dis. 
cussion, I agree that the ideal conformation for 
either stayers or sprinters is equal height and 
length, but if they are big horses I don’t think 
being longer than tall will keep them from stay. 
ing. 
I believe the average size of all our racing 
Thoroughbreds is 15 hands or less, and that a 
conclusive majority of our top horses are three 
inches to over a hand taller than the average, 
Not many horses that stay are much under 16 
hands, and the big sprinters beat all the little 
ones, too. So if your horse is big and can sprint, 
you can train him also to stay, so I see no need 
for looking up a tape measure to find out if he 
is two inches longer than tall, or vice versa. 

The vast majority of our cheap horses are 
small horses, or on the weedy side, and the soon-

Quick Glances 
At Some Farms 


A Husband Hasn't a Chance 


ARLY in July, this correspondent drove up 

to British Columbia. With a husband along 
who isn’t particularly interested in horses, it was 
more or less agreed that Thoroughbreds were 
to be forgotten this trip, but as it is almost im- 
possible to drive near a horse farm and resist the 
temptation of going in, I did manage to stop at 
a few, after a good deal of compromise. Here 
are some notes on the places we visited: 


Brown Shasta Ranch 


HE first visit was made at Howard Oots’ Brown 
Shasta Stock Farm. 


The story of this Mount Shasta ranch is fairly 
well known—how “Curly” Brown, builder of 
many race tracks, spent over a million dollars in 
developing a Thoroughbred domain at the foot 
of snow-covered Mount Shasta. This 1.577-acre 
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ranch has a lake stocked with trout, a swimming 
pool, a bowling alley, and facilities for hunting, 
just in case Mr. Brown got tired of the horses and 
wanted something else to amuse him. 


All the horses Brown bred here carried the 
“Shasta” prefix in their names, but in spite of 
the vast wealth spent on the animals, none of 
them were really outstanding on the race track. 
Then Brown died a few years after his farm was 
completed, and for eleven years it was vacant. 
Around 1940, Mr. Oots purchased it, moved a few 
horses here from Kentucky, got a few boarders, 
and has been breeding Thoroughbreds on a mod- 
est scale since then. 


At the head of this stud is Battledore, one of 
Equipoise’s last foals, and out of War Feathers, 
by Man o’ War. This mare produced the stakes 
winners War Minstrel, War Magic, and War 
Plumage. Battledore has his largest crop of 2- 
year-olds at the races this year, and if they do 
well, Mr. Oots plans to give the horse a real 
chance at the stud. There are several Battledore 
foals at the farm, and they’d be hard to beat on 
conformation and sturdiness. 


The thick grasses and clover that cover every 
inch of pasture at this farm probably have no 
equal in California. There is more than enough 
rain during the winter, but irrigation has been 
added to cope with any dry spells during the sum- 
mer. 

It would take many weeks to enjoy Mr. Oots’ 
hospitality and his farm’s beauty fully, but it

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was back to the highway for us after a few hours 
at this pleasant spot. 


Hawthorne Stud 


HIS farm is situated off the main road, about 

twenty miles southwest of Portland, Ore. We 
wanted very much to stop here, but the itinerary 
just wouldn’t stretch to permit it. However, this 
is a good time to deny the rumor that this farm 
and all the horses, including *Mio d’Arrezo, have 
been sold. There isn’t a bit of truth in it. H. W. 
Ray, the farm’s owner, has never even considered 
selling his stallion, and in fact is adding to the 
band of broodmares that was thinned out during 
the war. So there will be more Ray-bred *Mio 
d’Arezzo’s coming to the races for a while yet. 

*Mio d’Arezzo has been mentioned several 
times in my notes, so it is obvious that this horse- 
lover is very high on the German stallion. I just 
wish I had a mare to breed to him. He is in an 
area sparsely populated with Thoroughbred 
mares, and California breeders won’t send their 
mares up to him because the resulting foals won’t 
be eligible for the California-bred races. So he 
doesn’t get many mares, and the ones he is bred 
to are usually not outstanding as to pedigree and 
racing class. 

And yet he has sired two winners of more 
than $100,000—Mioland and Sirde. If this stal- 
lion were in Kentucky and was mated with some 
of the fine mares there, or in one of the other 
breeding centers, he would probably rate high on 
our list of leading sires. 


A .C.T. Stock Farm 


HE only Thoroughbred farm visited in British 

Columbia was Austin C. Taylor’s A. C. T. 
Stock Farm, located at Milner, about twenty-five 
miles east of Vancouver. In the mid-30’s Mr. 
Taylor was one of Canada’s best known horsemen. 
His Indian Broom ran third in the 1936 Kentucky 
Derby, and still holds the world’s record for 1% 
miles. Special Agent, Whichcee, Bonny Grafton, 
Fire Marshal, and Minulus were some of his other 
stakes winners. 

Mr. Taylor ceased racing when the war started 
in 1939 and disposed of all his breeding stock ex- 
cept three stallions and three mares. In the past 
year, he has started buying more mares, and at 
present has about fourteen at this farm. He 
doesn’t know what he is going to do in the future 
with his horses, or if he does, he isn’t saying. But 
it wouldn’t be surprising to see his colors on the 
track again in a year or two, especially because 
he has a fine home-bred yearling by *Cosco out 
of Streamony, by *Simony. 

The three stallions at this farm are Wahmonie, 
by *North Star III—Nellie B., by Sir Wilfred; 
*Cosco, by Sir Cosmo—Green Copse, by Hurst- 
wood; and *Lambethdale, by Loaningdale—Liza 
of Lambeth, by Apron. The latter has had some 
especially promising colts, but none so far that 
have raced. *Lambethdale never started, as he 
broke a bone in his foot while in training. Mr. 
Taylor makes no effort to get outside mares for 
his stallions, but local horsemen have been very 
anxious to breed to *Lambethdale. 
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I heard a nice story about Mr. Taylor the other 
day. A farmer out on Lulu Island had bred his 
one Thoroughbred mare to *Lambethdale. She 
foaled a nice colt, but he caught pneumonia and 
died when a few days old. Mr. Taylor let the 
mare be bred back to his stallion. Her next foal 
broke its leg soon after birth, and had to be de. 
stroyed. Again the mare was bred to *Lambeth- 
dale with no charge. This year’s foal is a beauty, 
and when Mr. Taylor saw him, he wanted to pur- 
chase the colt. The farmer said he wouldn’t sel] 
him—but would give the foal to Mr. Taylor, as 
he was the only person who’d ever given him 
something for nothing. However, Mr. Taylor 
wouldn’t take the foal unless he could pay for 
him, and he will be sent to the A. C. T. Stock 
Farm as soon as he is weaned. 

This farm is well equipped for raising good 
horses. The 300-odd acres are fertilized frequent- 
ly, and all have been tiled. There are large box 
stalls for 60 horses, and a %6-mile covered track 
for exercising. It is indeed one of the finest 
farms in the Northwest. 


Ridgewood Ranch 


N the return trip south, the only farm seen 

was C. S. Howard’s Ridgewood Ranch. This 
cattle and horse ranch is on the Redwood high- 
way, about three hour’s drive north of San Fran- 
cisco. 

It is best known as the home of Seabiscuit, the 
former world’s champion money winner. He is 
of course the cynosure of the ranch, but there 
are three other fine stallions there too. One of 
them is *Kayak II (Congreve—Mosquita, by 
Your Majesty), winner of the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap and $213,205. Unfortunately this great race 
horse is another Boojum, and gets only a few 
mares in foal each year. I think his largest crop 
has been six foals. 

Another fine race horse now in the stud here 
is Mioland, by *Mio d’Arezzo, out of Iolanda, by 
*“Vespasian. He won $244,270 before being re- 
tired a few years ago. 

The fourth Ridgewood stallion is the young 
Sabu, by *Mahmoud out of *Goldrim, by Tetra- 
tema. In 1940, Mr. Howard bought *Goldrim and 
her weanling by Fair Trial from Lady Went- 
worth’s Crabbet Stud in England. The weanling 
turned out to be the stakes winner *Civil Code. 
Before *Goldrim left England, she had been bred 
to *Mahmoud, and foaled a gray colt, Sabu, in 
California the next year. He was twice first and 
once second in eight starts, but was handicapped 
by a throat ailment. To race him any more 
would require a delicate operation, and rather 
than risk his life that way, it was decided to re- 
tire him to the stud. He is probably the first 
American-foaled son of *Mahmoud to enter the 
stud, and should be very popular with that breed- 
ing. 

*Goldrim, his dam, died recently, but Mr. How- 
ard still has several of her daughters and her 
top-class dam, *Golden Araby. 

These four Howard stallions should send many 
California-bred winners to the races. 
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Tables of Best Times 
Made at Two Tracks 


By John D. Murphree 


Washington Park and Saratoga 


ACING in the United States this season has 

been marked by an unusual splurge of speed 
and the establishment of many new time records. 
Two tracks which had their share of fast races 
during the latter part of the summer were Wash- 
ington Park and Saratoga. These courses for 
many years have competed to attract the top 
horses for late-summer racing, so that nearly 
every worthwhile Thoroughbred in training per- 
forms at one or the other. 


Last week readers of THE BLOoD-HORSE saw 
the most complete sire list ever published, a com- 
pilation by the Thorofacts Company. Previously 
this organization had grouped races at Washing- 
ton Park and Saratoga (upstate only) according 
to distance, later tabulated those at each dis- 
tance according to time. The study was conduct- 
ed mainly to show one of the many statistical 
explorations possible, using data on racing al- 
ready assembled by the firm; the accompanying 
tables, therefore, speak for themselves and no 
doubt will appeal especially to amateur speed 
handicappers. 

During the Washington Park meeting of 31 
days a total of 248 races were decided. High- 
lights of the session were Armed’s new mile rec- 
ord of 1:35 in the Sheridan Handicap, and his 
14-mile record of 2:01 set on Labor Day, the 
final day of the meeting, in the Washington Park 
Handicap. Another Calumet Farm horse, the 
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2-year-old Pad Lock, ran what was probably then 
the fastest 5% furlongs around a turn for a juve- 
nile when he went the distance in 1:04 on August 
24. (The 2-year-old Miss Mouse’s record of 1:04 
set at Jamaica in 1933 was widely questioned at 
the time, later admitted to be wrong by the offi- 
cial timer, but still stands). 

Greentree Stable, which had raced Miss Mouse, 
now owns a filly with an undisputed claim to the 
fastest 5144 furlongs around a turn for a juvenile: 
On August 30, at Saratoga, Tea Olive carried 
the Greentree silks to a new track record of 
1:03%. The following day, the *Bull Dog colt 
Seenav, owned by the Mill River Stable, equaled 
Pad Lock’s Washington Park performance by go- 
ing the distance in 1:04, which would have been 
a new track record except for Tea Olive’s dis- 
play of speed. 

During the Washington Park meeting other 
impressive races were Be Faithful’s new track 
record of 1:49% in winning the Beverly Handi- 
cap, at 1% miles for fillies and mares, and the 
2-year-old Education’s six furlongs in 1:10% 
(the track record is 1:10), the best time for the: 
meeting, in winning the Prairie State Stakes. 

Saratoga’s upstate meeting (24 days, 192 races) 
resulted in the six-furlong mark being the most 
vulnerable of its track records. In the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes, on August 24, the 2-year-old 
colt Blue Border knocked it down to 1:09%, as 
low as it was destined to go during the meeting, 
but the 38-year-old Kitchen Police equaled this 
mark the last day, the same day Blue Border won 
the Hopeful Stakes and equaled Boojum’s record 
of 1:17 for 6% furlongs. Lucky Draw’s new 
track records at Saratoga for 1%.6 and 1% miles 
were two of the most scintillating performances 
of the meeting. 

All new track records in the accompanying 
tables are printed in bold face type. In instances 
of more than ten races at a distance, at least 
ten races are listed; at distances for which there 
were less than ten races, all the races for that 
distance are listed.

The ninth and last horse to finish the grueling 
2% miles of the New York Handicap was the 3- 
year-old colt Flash Burn, bred and owned by the 
King Ranch. In some respects Flash Burn, a son 
of the On Watch stallion Brazado and the *Chicle 
mare Incandescent (grandam of Assault) has 
achieved more recognition at his age than had 
another product of King Ranch (also a starter in 
the New York Handicap) at a similar point in 
his career. 

The reference is to the 5-year-old Stymie, now 
the world’s second leading money winner, with 
total earnings of $457,085. As early as last June, 
Flash Burn gained the distinction of becoming a 
stakes winner by his score in the Diamond State 
Stakes at Delaware Park; Stymie, on the other 
hand, did not graduate into stakes-winning com- 
pany until June, 1945—after the lifting of the 
racing ban—when, as a 4-year-old, he won the 
Grey Lag Handicap at Jamaica. 
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At the conclusion of his 38-year-old season 
Stymie had won seven races and earned a total 
of $52,260; Flash Burn to date has won six races 
and earned $27,115. There is no particular point 
in the comparison of the careers of Stymie and 
Flash Burn except to emphasize that Stymie did 
not develop into a top horse until some time after 
King Ranch lost him for $1,500 in a claiming 
race to Mrs. E. D. Jacobs, wife of the noted 
trainer, Hirsch Jacobs. (Stymie was claimed on 
his third start as a 2-year-old in New York. His 
former trainer, Max Hirsch, is listed ag his 
breeder, but there was some slip-up in registra. 
tion, and the King Ranch is actually the breeder.) 

By general agreement of experienced observers, 
Stymie staged the greatest performance of his 
career late last year in packing 128 pounds toa 
smashing triumph in the 2% miles of the Pimlico 
Cup Handicap, which climaxed his 1945 season. 
His victory in the New York Handicap may go on 
record as his next-greatest triumph, for he packed 
the same weight 24% miles. At least it served as 
a means for the son of Equestrian to oust Sea- 
hiseuit from secend place in the ranks of great 
money winners and to give him dead aim at the 
:eading Whirlaway ($561,161). 

In his three latest assignments as the rider of 
Stymie, Basil James has been plagued with the 
tactics of Eddie Arcaro on rival horses. In the 
14%4-mile Manhattan Handicap, James managed 
to outfinish Arcaro aboard Pavot, but was out- 
maneuvered by Arcaro with Pavot in the two- 


The Greentree Stable’s Coincidence, which had won the Aqueduct Handicap on September 2, came

I beat 
him when I wes two in the Rosehill Juvenile Stakes and when we hooked up in the Victoria Derby and 
the A. J. C. Derby I licked him again. I doubled back on him in the Victoria St. Leger, and, my he was 
good, but I outgamed him again . . . man he was good. 


Boy, Oh Boy! did I get my noggin dunked though in the Caulfield Cup. I was five then. I was in 
a field of 19. They sent us away on the mile and a half trip with me on the outside. Boy did I get a 
pasting in that scramble. We were all going for the chips before a crowd of, they tell me, about a 
hundred and fifty thousand people. Well sir, I made the bend laying ninth, and is it tough trying to 
duck inside? Can't do it. I stay up there until about a furlong out then I get the word from the monkey 
upstairs. That old breath is coming fast and hot. That man upstairs is piling it on, and could that Billy 
Cook use the bat? Well sir, I duck over back of some six horses and see a spot on the rails. There up 
in front is a fellow called Rimveil. I start to mow him down. I catch him a hundred yards out, and start 
smirking at him . . . when boom ... a fellow called Velocity, and he’s a relative of mine too, through 
my sire line, he comes through on the rails and beats me a half a head. .. . Boy, was that a tough one! 


Well, anyway, all the boys and girls of my immediate family are doing well. I see where their 
babies all fetched the highest prices at the April Sydney Sales. 


You know I think I'll have reason to do some crowing, too, when my first crop starts running in 1948. 
True I'll only have luck with some ten or eleven of them. But the crop to race in 1949... . Man, I'm 
banking on them showing you nice American people what we Auzzie ‘Osses can do. ... And if they 
don't just about do as well or better than our distance running crowd back home ... Well, I'll just 
tell old man Ryan “to tear up my option” as we say here in Hollywood.

the front with Stymie too early in the race. The 
fresh Pavot then came on to win by five lengths, 

Pavot was absent from the New York Handi- 
cap line-up, but Arcaro was back again, this time 
aboard Arnold Hanger’s Argentine-bred *Rico 
Monte, which Trainer Horatio Luro had brought 
to this country along with Boone Hall Stable’s 
*Hachazo, a running-mate for the Hanger 4-year- 
old. Perhaps fortunately for Stymie, the two Ar. 
gentine horses went out together on the pace, with 
*Rico Monte leading. They dominated the run- 
ning for the first 1% miles (a complete circuit of 
the Belmont oval from the start at the six-fur- 
long pole), which permitted James to loaf along 
in third place with Stymie. Jockey Job Dean 
Jessop was also taking it easy with Hal Price 
Headley’s Athenia, a 3-year-old filly which had 
just won the 114-mile Ladies’ Handicap. 

*Hachazo, under the guidance of Conn Me. 
Creary, began to tire in approaching the starting- 
point on the back stretch, and *Rico Monte, soon 
lost the lead as James seemed to sense that 
Stymie would be able to take over and hold his 
own for about. the last six furlongs. Stymie’s 
partiality for a sloppy track may have prompted 
James to make his move so soon; at least his 
judgment was vindicated because Arcaro could 
never gain on him with *Rico Monte afterward. 

In the stretch it appeared that Athenia might 
duplicate the feat of another 3-year-old Headley 
filly, Equitable, which had been second to Shot 
Put in 1940, the inaugural of the stakes, but the 
daughter of *Pharamond II hung after moving 
up to second place. She wound up third, two 
lengths behind *Rico Monte, which was 1% 
lengths off the winner for place money.

er our breeders are able to breed fewer of these 
small, light-patterned horses, the better the aver- 
age of American horses will be. 


I have been concerned also over the fact that 


the command of the U. S. Remount Bureau for 


about the last three years has completely changed 
its previous policy of improving the general 
horse-breeding industry of the U. S. Formerly 
they rarely bought a horse, or were even inter- 
ested in one, which was not 16 hands or over, and 
preferably over. Now they want a dumpy chunk 
of 15 hands or less, and won’t look at a good big 
horse, no matter how perfect his conformation, or 
how good his racing record.

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also the “rentrée” of Zanlupo, in the same race. 
Zanlupo is the only 3-year-old in Italy who is 
comparable to Gladiolo as to quality. Zanlupo 
has been absent from the races since last April,. 
when he won the classic Premio Emanuele Fili- 
berto over Campiello. A satisfactory perform- 
ance from Zanlupo in the St. Leger might decide 
his stable to take a chance with him in Paris, and 
we believe the distance of 114 miles of the Are de 
Triomphe perfectly suitable to the possibilities of 
the colt by Zliten-Zazzera. 

It is noteworthy that the two previous Italian 
winners of the Are de Triomphe, Ortello (1929) 
and Crapom (1933), both won the St. Leger in 
Milan before they went to Paris. 

The victory of Ortello was quite simple, more 
in the type of a training gallop, as the chestnut: 
by *Teddy had already shown a marked super- 
iority in the national field in the other classics 
of the year. Crapom, on the contrary, was strong- 
ly engaged at the finish of the St. Leger by Pam- 
pino (a good stayer) and Dossa Dossi (a highly- 
staying filly). But he was a stayer and a fighter 
himself, as long as his temperament allowed him 
to do that, and he went to Paris fresh enough to 
overrun Casterari and Pantalon in the stretch. 


The whole career of Gladiolo resembles much 
more that of Ortello than Crapom’s. Both Gladi- 
olo and Ortello had been unbeaten at three before 
the St. Leger, both had won, without ever fight- 
ing, all the spring and summer classics, both are 
big-built chestnuts with a sort of laziness in their 
racing style. 

Ortello was able to win at Longchamps by his. 
unquestionably superior class, and we hope Gladi- 


‘olo, who is seen as the certain winner of the St. 


Leger, will be able to demonstrate himself of the 
same stature as Ortello, which, in truth, is 
not our personal opinion based on direct impres- 
sions from the races of the son of Navarro— 
Glorieuse. 

The St. Leger, which should be the decisive test 
for each 3-year-old crop, both for its distance and 
for its placing after the major events of the year, 
has lost some of its technical interest in the last 
decade or more of Italian racing, because of the 
early withdrawal of almost all our best 3-year- 
olds from competition. Navarro broke down after 
the Gran Premio di Milano, and the St. Leger of 
his year (1934) was won by the modest Grand 
Marnier, a son of Munibe (by Rabelais). Dona- 
tello II and Nearco were sold abroad after the 
Grand Prix, and they left the honour of the au- 
tumn classic to their runner-ups, El Greco and 
Ursone. 

Vezzano didn’t come back from Belgium in time 
for the St. Leger of 1939 (the race went to Laf- 
cadio, by Apelle), and Sirte was retired to the 
stud after June, 1940 (winner, Bellini). Arco 
and Orsenigo didn’t see, either, the autumn races 
(1942-19438, winners Scire and Tokamura), and 
Traghetto suffered from an accident early in 
1945. Niccolo dell’Arca was the only crack of re- 
cent times in Italy to win the St. Leger (1941), 
coming back from his triumph in Berlin over the 
best German racers, and beating the record of 
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the race with a still-unmatched 2:56 on 2,800 
meters. 

The absence of a good colt or filly from the St. 
Leger is highly deplorable, as only the St. Leger 
can furnish the assurance that our Thoroughbred 
production is possessed of those qualities of re- 
sistance and stamina which cannot be overlooked 
by conscientious breeders. 


Nicollo dell'Arca's Limited Use 


AN SIRO reopened August 24 with the first 

meeting of the autumn racing, which tradition- 
ally doesn’t belong to Milan. Before the war, 
these preliminary meetings between the end of 
August and the beginning of September were 
held at the beautiful track set into the Park of 
Monza, an industrial town some twenty miles 
north of Milan. Monza has got a royal villa, 
which was originally built on behalf of the kings 
of Austria. In the park of the villa there are 
also an automobile track, one of the best known in 
Europe, and golf links and other facilities for 
tourists. 

As to the track, it is one of the most unique in 
this country, as it runs into woods and across 
rivers and fences. In fact, the old program of 
races in this place was almost entirely devoted 
to steeple-chasing and cross-country events. 

Monza had two periods of races, always prelim- 
inary to those of San Siro, one in March, and one 
in August. Traditional feature in August was 
the Premio Eupili, which takes the name after 
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one of the lakes in the region. It was at six fur. 
longs, for good 2-year-olds. Many an Italian 
Derby winner has revealed himself at two in this 
race. This year; as we said, the Monza meeting; 
have been held in Milan, because Monza’s park jg 
occupied by Allied troops, and the Eupili has been 
won with good authority by Sostrate, a bay by 
Niccolo dell’Arca out of Santaria, by Santor)

As to Niccolo dell’Arca, it is regrettable that 
the son of Coronach is reserved for the mares of 
his stud and works only one-third of his possi- 
bilities. However, the fact that he has already 
sired several winners out of his numerically lin. 
ited crops is a good sign of his qualities. A press 
campaign and some statements from racing or- 
ganizations which have been made public leads 
one to believe that something will be done about 
top sires who are not allowed by their owners to 
cover any mares besides those in their stud, thus 
depriving the country of a good chance to in. 
prove our racing stock. 


Santaria, dam of Sostrate, was imported from 
England by Mr. Tesio in 1937, and comes from a 
female line that was unknown in Italy before. 

Sostrate is so far the best son of Santaria, and 
this recent success is backing up the impression 
that Mr. Tesio has got many a good card to play 
in next year’s classics. Generally, when Tesio’s 
youngsters run fast, they are likely to dominate 
the national field at three; and, although Mr.
